Dear Sir—There bas, heen consider- 
able dicussiOn about the raising of pork 
the prices paid for it live weight and 
prices We Lave’ copay pb ie set aise 
about more pork packing blishments. 
Well sir, the prices paid to the farmers 
for his hogs live weight say it averages 
$6.50 and the price he can get for his 
grain he feed his pigs, and he comes out 
of it with the. price of his grain but not 
anything for his time and trouble in 
raising and feeding them. At the price 
that salt pork is he should get at least 
10c. live weight and thatis not his share 
of the profit. He has all the trouble for 
6 or 10 months and the pork packing 
establishments get all the profit and are 
not out of their money one month or need 
not be. Now, sir, the farmers of this 
country should see all the pork packing 
establishments standing idle before they 
allow themselves to be fleeced like they 
are. With him there is nothing he does 
but he gets some returne for his labor but 
pork and all the profits goes to the pork 
packing establishment. 

It has been reported that P. Burns has 
said that he don’t see what they need any 
more pork packing establishments for; 
that there is not enough raised to keep 
his packing house going. Let P. Burns 
just take a reasonable profit and give the 
farmer his just profit his packing house 
would be kept runing night and day. A 
pork packing establishment is one of the 
greatest grafting businesses in the Dom- 
inion and why a farmer continues to 
raise pork for the bare price of the grain 
it takes, isa mystery. We raised 60 this 
year and got the price of the grain for 
them and have stopped until there is a 
large dividend of the profit for the farm- 
er. If this was done by every farmer we 
would soon get some of the profits where 
now it all goes to the packers. Either 
stops raising pork or salt it and sell it 
cured,

BOCUS STOCK FOOD. 


| 

A bill has been passed by the 
Canadian Parliament. which is de- 
signed to protect the farmers of 
Canada from fraudulent manufact- 
urers of stock food of which, it is 
hundreds upon hundreds of 
| thousands of dollars worth are sold 
annually. By the measure 
manufacturers or their agents must 
take out licences and have a _regis- 
tered The package of 
fertilizer must show the ingredients 
and guaranteed value. The stock 
foods must also show analysis of the 
jfood product. If the farmer sus- 
pects the quality of the fertilizer or 
cattle food he can send a sample to 
the Inland Revenue Department 
and have it analysed for the fee of 
one dollar. 

It was shown by those who urged 
| the passage of the bill that the stock 
foods were composed of finely ground 
chaff, corn cobs, oat hulls and saw 
dust, and in some cases peat and 
|peat moss, highly scented with 
|drugs. The manufacturers, it was 
shown, often got as high as $400 a 
ton, while the cost was not more 
than $3. 

Special attention was given in the 
case of the International Stock Food 
Company, whose stock food is said 
to have been found on analy- 
sis to be a very low value in com- 
parsion with its price.  [n.refererice 
shbmpany the Dominion 
chemist says: 
| ‘*The factories are situated in 
| Minneapolis, where there are large 
| flour mills and necessarily a trem- 
endous ameunt of refuse, and waste 
products accumulates. This is large- 
jly used, doubt, in the com- 
| pounding of the feed. The sale of 
this feed is tremendous and all sorts 
of schemes are employed to adver- 
tise it, for the profits are large. It 
is difficult to.understand why farm- 
ers will persist in buying these con- 
| dimental especially when 
their nature has been made puble 
in our reports and the agricultural 
press.’’ Commercial.

FORESTRY REPORT. 


The 1908 report of the Superintendent 
of Forestry forthe Dominion, Mr. R. H. 
Campbell, lately issued, gives much at- 
tention to the Dominion forest reserves, 
situated in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Al- 
berta and the railway belt in British Co- 
lumbia. The largest of these, the Riding 
Mountain reserve, is most fully treated. 
During the year reported on (1907) the 
fire protective system on this reserve 
(along with the Duck Mountain and the 
Poreupine reserves) had been organized 
by the appointment of a chief ranger, 
who has assistant rangers. The timber 


completed. The reserve also occupies an 
important place in regard to the water 
supply of the country to the east and| 
south. An evidence of this is the grant: | 
ing to the Minnedosa Power Co., of| 
Minnedosa, Man., of permission to erect 
adam on Clear Lake, which is within the 


reserve, in order to control the waters 
of the Little Saskatchewan and make 
them serviceable for the production of 
power. Another problem engaging the 
attention of the authorities is the protec- 
tion of the game in the reserve. 

In the case of the Moose Mountain re- 
serve, in southern Saskatchewan, the 
most important problem is that of its pro- 
tection against fire. Another problem of 
importance to the reserve is that of its 
use as a summer resort; the shore of Fish 
Lake is especially used in this way. The 
authorities now have under consideration 
the granting of sites for camping by 
lease or otherwise. 

Opposite the town of Prince Albert, on 
the north shore of the Saskatchewan 
river, a tract of land has been recom- 
mended to be set aside for a forest reserve. 
The Irrigation convention, in session at | 
Calgary in July, 1907, passed a resolution 
asking that a forest reserve be created on 
the eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains, 
for the sake of its beneficial effect on the 
conservation of the rainfall in that dis- 
trict. 


TIMBER REGULATIONS 
The report. gives in full the amended 
timber regulations adopted in December, 
1907. These provide, in brief, that all 


timber is to be sold by public auction at 
the office of the timber amont fon tho dic- 
érict, after each berth has been surveyed 
and has been examined by a competent 
cruiser. Taking a8 a basie the sworn re- 
port submptted by the cruiser, as to the 
quantity and value of the timber, the 
Minister of the Interior then fixesan up- 
set price for the berth. 


FIRE RANGING 


Forty-seven fire rangers were employed 
during 1907 in patrolling the forest re- 
serves and forested districts. Of these 21 
were in B. C. Railway Belt; 7 on the 
eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains 
(from the International Boundary north 
to the Saskatchewan River), 5in the 
Edmonton district, 7 in the Prince Albert 
district and two along the Athabaska 
River from Athabaska Landing to Lake 
Athabaska. In the Lesser Slave Lake 
district and also along the line of the C. 
N. R. from Erwood to The Pass rangers 
were kept. 

The report calls attention to the great 
risk of forest fires along the proposed line | 
of theG. T. P. Ry. during its construc- 
tion. Newspaper reports of wide-spread 
forest fires during the spring of 1908 had | 
not, however, been officially confirmed. 

The need of adequate fire protection 
for the forests north of the Saskatchewan 
River, from Hudson Bay to the Rockies, 
is also pointed out. 

TREE DISTRIBUTION 

Suggestions are made for improvements 
at the Nursery Station at Indian Head. 
Mr. N. M. Ross, in his report as chief of 
the Division of Tree Planting, which is 
published as an appendix to the report 
of the Superintendent announces the dis- 
tribution of over 1,700,000 trees in the 
spring of 1908. The number of applicants 
for trees for distribution in 1908 was 1424 
of whom 464 were from Manitoba, 659 
from Saskatchewan and 301 from Alberta. 


IRRIGATION 

Irrigation now forms an important part 
of the work of the Forestry Branch. 
Among the subjects discussed under this | 
head are the need of a hydrographic sur- | 
vey, the Irrigation Act, the first Canadian 
Irrigation Convention, and tHe ‘‘duty of 
water’’ and its determination. 

NATIONAL PARKS 

During the year the Dominion National 
Parks were taken over by the branch and 
their administration organized. Elk 
Park was fenced, in order to confine the 
Buffalo and a new park—Buffalo Park— 
set aside,

OFFICIAL STATEMENT OF CROPS | 
AND LIVE STOCK FOR APRIL 


The Census and Statistics Office at 


Ottawa Issues Report on the Agri- | 


cultural Conditions of Three West- 
ern Provinces—Very Satisfactory 
Report Submitted for Province of 
Alberta 


Ottawa,—The census and statistics 
office have given out a statement of 
crops and live. stock for April. Vege- 
tation is later than usual this year. In 
Manitoba supplies of fodder and 
coarse grains were — sufficient, and 
horses showed a condition of 6, milch 
cows 84.6, other -horned cattle 82, and 
sheep and swine 90.6 per cent. Seed- 
ing was greatly retarded by cold and 
backward spring weather, and in the 
districts of Dauphin, Macdonald and 
Selkirk only a ‘little work had been 
done at the end of the month. 

Elsewhere a fair start had been 
made, and in Souris about 20 per cent. 
of the wheat area had been sown. Live 
stock in Saskatchewan are in excel- 
lent condition, and supplies of fodder 
have been abundant. 

The condition of horses is reported 
at 93, of milch cows: 84, of other 
horned cattle 83.50, of swine 87.75, and 
of sheep 88.75 per cent. 

No barley or oats had been sown at 
the end of April and only a small per- 
centage of wheat. Winter wheat is a 
staple crop in the Macleod, Calgary 
and Cardston districts of Alberta, and 
is becoming a fairly general crop in 
the districts of Red Deer and Strath- 
eona; but the late ‘and cold spring has 
checked growth. .The standard condi- 
tion is 80 per cent. in the region south 
of Calgary and 81.5 per cent. in the 
region northward of that town. Seed- 
ing operations were general at the end 
of the month in all parts of the vrov- 
ince south of township 52, about 60 ner 
cent. of, the wheat, 30 per cent. of the 
harley and 15 per cent. of oats being 
sown. Correspondents in many places 
report that all the wheat has been 
sown. Fodder and coarse grains Have 
been plentiful, and live stock are well 
above the average condition. Horses 
show an average of 94, milch cows 83. 
other horned cattle 84, swine 99.75, and 
sheep 88.50 ner cent. Sheep are kept 
more generally in Alberta than in any 
other of the western provinces.

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WEIGHT OF A HORSE.

were good Yankees, within ten or twen- 


| ty pounds of his weight. The govern- 


ments of Europe have long been pur 
weiching horses for the 
military service and transferring them 
from carriage or draft employment to 


artillery. The animals are ordinarily 
assicned accoriling to weight. The 
French military nuthorities find that 
an ordinary light carriage or riding 
horse, such as in the United States 
would be called na “good little buggy 
horse.” weighs from 800 to 400. kilo- 
grams—say from SOO to: 900 pounds. 
Such horses as these nre assigned to 
the light cavalry corps. The next 
rade above, which in civil life passes 
as a “coupe horse,” or carriage horse 


of medium weight, ranges in weight 
up to 489 kfilo;vrrams, about 1,050 
pounds. This horse raqes to help mount

The first are those used 
for ordinary draft purposes and are 
commonly found drawing the omni- 
buses of Paris where such vehicles 
are still in use. These weigh from 
1,109 to 1,500 pounds. The heaviest 
horses are the Clydesdales and Per- 
cherons, which are oxen in size and 
streneth and which weigh from 600 to 
£00 and sometimes even up to 900 kilo- 
rrams—that is, from 1.300 up to near- 
ly 2.000 pounds.. None of these Per- 
cherons of the heaviest weight are 
used in the military service, but some 
of the lirhter ones are employed for 
draft and artillery purposes.

A Historian of Canada. 
Arthur Granville Bradley, whose 
new book, ‘“‘The Making of Canada,” 


| is one of the important works of the 


year relating to this country, has vis- 
ited the Dominion many times, and 
is one of the best informed of Eng- 
lishmen relating to its history. Born 
in 1850, he followed his graduation at 
Cambridge by considercble traveling, 
spending the yeer 1873 in Canada. 
For several succeeding years he was 
a wanderer conducting a plantation 
in Virginia for a dozen years, making 
many Visits to Canada, 

Mr. Bradley settled permanently 
again in England in 1886, but was en- 
gaged in interests concerned with 
America and Canada, coming over 
occasionally, and till about 1895 his 
literary work wes entirely fugitive 
and incidental. Having the historical 
temperament, he had absorbed a con- 
siderable knowledge of the earlier his- 
tory of Canada and the United States, 
and had read largely along those lines 
As a recreation, stimulated by con- 
tact with the scenes themselves, and 
has written a good deal in this direc 
Sesides travel and_ historical 
dealing with Wales, the 
Leke County of England, and Vir- 
ginia, Mr. Bradley has written sev- 
eral books on Canada. They ineluce 
“Canada in the Twentieth Century,” 
“The Fight With France for North 
America,’ “‘The Making of Canada, 
1763-1815," “‘Lord Dorchester in the 
Makers of Canada Series.” and “The 
History of Canady” for Harmsworth’s 
History of the World. Mr. Bradley 
lives at Rye, in Sussex, England.

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THE TARANTULA, 


An Abstemious Creature That Has 
Been «Much Maligned. 


The great tarantula of the south- 
western part of the United States, 
like many another poisonous creature 
as well as some that are quite harm- 
less, is much maligned. It is not 
aggressive upon man, nor is it often 
intrusive, though many an old miner 
or prospector has “shaken them out 
of his blankets or boots in the morn- 
ing.” Strange to say, tarantulas 
thus dislodged are unusually ‘‘the 
size of a saucer,”’ 

It is often stated that the spider 
frisks about in the sunshine on the 
hot sands of the desert, but in reality 
it avoids sunshine when it is hot and 
remains well down in its burrow in 
the ground. About sundown it comes 
up to the opening and lies in wait 
just below the surface, It assumes 
this position whether it desires food 
or wishes only to get a bit of fresh 
air. It does not travel about in 
quest of food even when hungry, but 
remains quietly in the attitude de- 
scribed, often for hours at a time. 
At the near approach of a caterpillar, 
grasshopper, beetle or almost any 
creature of like size other than its 
enemy, the wasp, it rushes out and 
seizes it, but rarely goes farther than 
a few inches from the opening. 

Should the prey when first arrested 
simulate death, which often is the 
case, since usually it is not at once 
wounded, the spider, unless it is very 
hungry, remains quiet until the in- 
sect moves, when the needle pointed 
fangs are thrust into it. By pausing 
it learns the nature of the, object 
seized. The spider then retreats with 
it into its burrow to feast, where the 
prey is ground up by the powerful 
mandibles and the liquid portion, 
upon which the spider. subsists, is 
sucked out, One fair sized insect a 
week. is sufficient to satisfy its hun- 
ger because of its inactive existence, 
while it can live several months with- 
out food, even when most active, 
provided it has water. The spider 
will fight and destroy its own kind, 
but when equally matched the com- 
batants spar for an advantage and 
rarely clinch unless one relinquishes 
its vigilance, when the other buries 
its fangs in it. It does not relinquish 
its hold until the helpless captive dies 
of paralysis, induced by the poison 
injected. Death results in ten or 
twenty minutes. There are approxi- 
mately seven or eight females to each 
male. The adult males are highly 
energetic and, unlike their phlegmua-
